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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because; Feng discloses a method for presenting 
personalized interfaces for different types of users. Feng teaches that users may select a preset interface model and that the appearance 
and function of the interface is adjusted subject to the user's habits. Feng explains that a personal profile is used that corresponds to 
personal quality and temperament for recognizing every user's operational habits. Therefore, Feng teaches a customizable user interface 
that uses models for defining the appearance and functions of the interface, and a personal profile that records the user's behavior, 
Nahaboo discloses a user interface tool having an editor for allowing users to create and modify an interface. Nahaboo teaches an 
editing mode that enables users to modify the interface and an execution mode that allows users to test (validate) the behavior of the 
interface. Feng/Nahaboo teaches a method of applying models for customizing an interface and for testing the interface. A customer 
service representative is a computer user, and Feng teaches a methof for enabling users to customize a user interface. Szlam discloses 
a customer service system that is user programmable and uses different profiles to provide users with personalized services. Szlam 
teaches that a system administrator (service provider) can specify the conditions under which a campaign (user service) will be provided 
or modified; and an agent (service provider) can obtain an interface that is appropriate for the service provided to specific customers and 
that is adequate for the agent's needs or skills. Feng/Nahaboo/Szlam teaches a method that uses models, user's profile and behavior for 
modifying and testing a user interface for different types of users.
